Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Hinchliffe  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  third  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  activities  carried  out  by  the  Council.  The  Report  is 
abridged  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circulars 
Nos.  49/5  ; 28/46  ; 2831  and  Memo.  230/Med. 

* 

The  year  under  consideration  is  the  first  in  which  I have 
worked  with  a full  staff  of  Medical  Officers,  and  with  the  cessa- 
tion of  hostilities,  has  been  marked  by  a rapid  change  from 
War  to  peace-time. 

Generally  the  health  of  the  people  in  the  Borough  has  been 
good. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  18.18  compared  with  16.1  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  Death  Rate  is  15.58  compared  with  11.4 
for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  48.35  compared  with  46.00 
for  England  and  Wales.  While  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
leaves  much  to  be  desired,  care  should  be  taken  in  comparing 
it  with  previous  years  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  population  is 
decreasing. 

During  the  Autumn  a Mass  Radiography  Unit  worked  in 
the  Borough  and  a report  on  the  work  done  is  on  Pages  31  and  32.

The  Dewsbury  Joint  Hospital  Board  provides  2 ambu- 
lances. 

(b)  Non-infectious  and  accident  cases — 

Three  motor  ambulances  are  in  use,  one  provided  by  the 
St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  stationed  at  Ravensthorpe, 
and  2 by  the  Dewsbury  Corporation,  stationed  at  the 
Central  Police  Station. 

(y)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  The  County  Borough  has  made  no  arrangements  for  the 
home  nursing  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases. 

(b)  The  Dewsbury  Nursing  Association,  of  which  Mrs.  M.  G. 
Kendall  is  the  Honorary  Secretary,  provides  effectively  for  the 
home  nursing  needs  of  the  town,  and  in  cases  of  necessity 
makes  no  charge.  Nurses  in  the  service  of  the  Association  paid 
24,733  visits  to  930  individual  patients  in  1945.  District 
collections  constituted  over  70%  of  the  Association’s  Income. 

Although  the  Association  works  independently  of  the 
Local  Authority,  the  Mayor  of  Dewsbury  is  President  of  the 
Association,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  Chairman  of  its 
Executive  Committee.

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2.  (i)  Administration  of  Institutional  Services. 

(a)  Dewsbury  and  District  General  Infirmary. 

This  is  a Voluntary  Hospital  which  normally  contains 
100  beds.  It  is  classed  as  a Grade  I A Hospital  under  the 
Ministry  of  Health’s  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme,  and  in  a 
grave  emergency  could  accommodate  180  patients. 

( b ) Staincliffe  County  Hospital. 

This  Hospital  is  administered  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  and  is  classed  as  Grade  1A  in  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
Emergency  Hospital  Scheme.  Normally  it  contains  349  beds, 
but  in  an  emergency  a much  larger  number  of  patients  could 
be  admitted. 

During  the  year  7 Maternity  patients  from  the  Dewsbury 
area  were  admitted. 

(c)  Mitchell  Laithes  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

This  Hospital  contains  102  beds,  is  controlled  by  the 
Dewsbury  Joint  Hospital  Board,  and  the  Medical  Services  are 
provided  by  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Service. 

(d)  Whitley  Sanatorium. 

This  Institution  contains  32  beds.  During  the  year  19 
patients  were  admitted  and  31  discharged. 

(e)  Moorlands  Maternity  Home. 

This  Institution  contains  27  beds  and  has  been  filled  to 
capacity  during  the  year. 

An  Assistant  Medical  Officer  is  resident. 

A Consultant  Obstetrician  attends  weekly  and  is  called 
at  other  times  for  emergencies. 

This  Home  is  approved  by  Central  Midwives  Board  for 
training  in  Part  VI  of  the  Board’s  Regulation..

In  the  course  of  their  duties,  the  four  Health  Visitors 
employed  by  this  Department,  carry  out  the  suggestions  made  in 
Circular  2831  and  Memo.  230/Med.  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  with  regard  to  the  control  of  Head  Lice,  and  the  pro- 
motion of  cleanliness  and  good  habits. 

Cases  of  uncleanliness  are  dealt  with  at  the  Cleansing 
Station  attached  to  the  Municipal  Buildings,  Halifax  Road, 
Dewsbury,  where  a nurse  is  employed  for  the  special  treatment 
of  these  people. 

During  the  year,  146  cases  of  Scabies  have  been  treated.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  area  of  the  County  Borough  of  Dewsbury  is  supplied 
with  water  received  in  bulk  from  1 HREE  sources  : — 

1.  The  Works  of  the  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike 
Waterworks  Board. 

2.  The  Corporation  of  Bradford. 

3.  The  Corporation  of  Halifax. 

The  Dewsbury  Corporation  are  responsible  for  the  distri- 
bution of  all  water  received,  but  are  not  directly  responsible 
for  producing  or  treating  any  of  it. 

They  are,  however,  indirectly  responsible  in  this  way  for  the 
first  named  supply,  being  in  fact,,  the  larger  partner  of  the 
Board. 

The  supplies  from  all  three  sources  are  derived  from 
Gathering  Grounds  situated  in  the  Pennines,  and  are  collected 
and  stored  in  large  impounding  reservoirs. 

The  first  named  is  treated  by  the  addition  of  slaked  lime  and 
chlorine,  but  is  not  filtered. 

The  second  and  third  are  treated  by  their  respective 
Authorities  in  the  same  filtration  plants  as  used  for  their  own 
supplies.  Details  of  treatment  are  not  available. 

Part  of  the  area  is  supplied  from  source  1 only,  part  from 
source  3 only,  and  the  remainder  from  sources  1 and  2 mixed. 

In  1945  the  proportions  of  water  from  each  source  were-: — 

1 68.9% 

2 17.6% 

3 13.5% 

The  rate  of  consumption  per  person  in  1945  was  24.1 
gallons  per  day  for  domestic  purposes  including  small  trade 
users,  and  22.1  gallons  per  day  for  measured  trade  supplies, 
giving  a total  of  46.2  gallons  per  day.

The  chemical  analyses  of  the  waters  supplied  to  the  con- 
sumers do  not  show  the  water  to  have  any  liability  to  plumbo 
solvent  action  and  no  samples  are  taken  with  a view  to  testing 
for  presence  of  lead. 

No  contamination  has  taken  place  nor  has  any  been  sus- 
pected. 

All  the  houses  in  the  County  Borough  area  are  supplied 
direct  with  water  from  public  water  mains  except  about  13 
scattered  in  general  singly  in  the  outlying  areas. 

There  are  no  stand  pipes. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  main  Sewerage  Works  are  situated  at  Mitchell  Laithes, 
Earlsheaton.  There  is  also  a modem  Sewerage  Works  at 
Ravensthorpe.  Two  small  Works,  one  adjacent  to  Smithy 
Brook  for  Thornhill  Edge,  Briestfield,  and  Whitley,  and  one  at 
Millbank  deals  with  the  Sewage  from  Thornhill. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  Rivers  Board  is  responsible 
for  preventing  pollution  of  the  River  Calder  and  its  tributaries. 

The  River  Calder  and  its  tributaries  receive  along  then- 
entire  length  effluents  from  an  almost  unbroken  chain  of  Sewage 
Works  and  Manufactories.  The  problem  of  preventing  pollution 
is  complicated  owing  to  the  small  normal  flow  in  proportion  to 
the  volume  of  effluents  which  is  discharged  into  the  river.  At 
Kirkthorpe  Weir,  Wakefield,  the  dry  water  flow  of  the  River 
Calder  is  only  about  95  million  gallons  a day.  Of  this  flow, 
one-third  can  easily  be  accounted  for  by  effluents  from  Sewage 
Works.  In  addition,  there  are  millions  of  gallons  of  trade 
effluents,  so  that  the  amount  of  used  water  in  the  river  is  at 
least  50%.  If  it  were  not  for  the  compensation  water  from 
reservoirs  there  would  be  little  clean  dilution  water  reaching  the 
river  during  droughts.  The  Board  gives  facilities  to  manu- 
facturers, particularly  in  respect  of  new  industries  which  give 
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rise  to  waste  liquids  requiring  special  treatment.  The  Board  is 
of  the  opinion  that  the  most  efficient  and  economical  means  of 
dealing  with  trade  effluents  is  by  draining  them  into  sewers 
for  treatment  at  the  Sewage  Works  of  the  local  authorities. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOL'S. 

There  are  two  Swimming  Baths  owned  by  the  Corporation 
and  situated  in  Wellington  Road,  Dewsbury. 

In  addition  there  is  a Turkish  Bath  where  general  remedial 
treatment  is  given,  also  Zoto-Foam  and  Peat  are  given. 

The  water  in  the  two  swimming  baths  is  sterilized  and 
filtered  through  pumping  plants,  and  105,000  gallons  of  water 
pass  through  these  plants  every  3J  hours.  During  the  process 
the  water  is  treated  with  Liquid  Chlorine  of  0.5  parts  per 
1,000,000,  which  ensures  a sterilized  Bath.
